the North Pole but we made most im- 
rortant discoveries. We are all well 
and glad to get back to civilization." 


Lieutenant Peary sent the following 


report of the expedition since August 
9, 1901: 


DEATH OF ESKIMOS. 


"Left Frlk Harbor on the Elsmere 


coast, August 29th. The party reached 
Payer Harbor September 17th, crossing 
Roose Bay partly by sledge and partly 
by boat then walking across Bedford 
Pirn. About a week later, my Eskimos 
began to fall sick, not one escaping. 


By November 9th, six adults and one 
child were dead, nearly all the others 
were very weak, but out of danger. 


MARCH ACROSS ICE. 


"Early in January Eskimos came 


across from Anvelak, bringing news of 
the ravage of a fatal epidemic through 
the tribe. 


"Word was sent hack by these scouts 


for as many of the survivors as could, 
to come to me, and by the end of the 
month they began arriving. 


'In February a large depot of food 


food was established near Cape Louis 
Napoleon, sixty miles north of Sabine. 


"On March 3rd. my advance party of 


six sledges in charge of Hensen left 
for Gangor, and on March 6th I started 
with the main party of eighteen sledges 
leaving Percy In charge at Payer Har- 


bor.

There has 
been a bis falling off of th« gold seek- 
ers going to the Alaskan coasts. 
This 


year I think not more than 6,000 people 
went to the Nome country. But they are 
now setting-down to a solid mining ttasis. 
The creeks are being worked in a scien- 
tific manner, and I think It Is safe to say 
that within three years, when the boom 
has been exhausted, there will be at least 
15,000 men, or miners, regularly employed 
In the Cape Nome mining: district.

Fteh, for instance, is doing well. He has 
a largo grocery store and Is Interested In 
a number of mining claims. R. -D. Hun- 
ter has an excellent clnlm on Ophlr creek 
in the Council City district, and is doing 
better than most of those who Bought 
their fortunes In 'the Icy north. Charles 
Carpenter, well known 
in Oakland, is 
making money hand over flat. Every- 
thing he touches seems to turn to money. 
There are many others who are having 
g-ood Itrek In the mines of the norm, 
among them being Hurt \Vorley. who, al- 
though he has been there two years, may 
stay 
another winter 
to 
develop his 
claims. Muhr & Muhr. however, are prac- 
tically broke. They went to Alaska to 
establish a grocery store and have mot 
with hard luck." 
When questioned as to the future ot 
Cape Nome, Mr, King reiterated that It 
promised to b^ th« mining center of the 
world, and he declared again that scien- 
tific mining operations Had taken -tnr 
place ot the former speculative prospect- 
tug anrt that the country was now on a 
solid financial footing.
